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Worst aviation disaster; 562 die 


for NASA

With the number of launches from its 
Western Test Range at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base reduced to a maximum of 
three this year, the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration has proposed a 
more than 50 per cent cutback in person­ 
nel here. 
The 
proposal, which has been 
presented by the John F. Kennedy Space 
Center in Florida, would reduce the civil 
service personnel at NASA’s Unmanned 
Launch Operations at VAFB from its 
present 27 to a new total of 12. Personnel 
at all levels reportedly would be af­ 
fected. 
Henry R. Van Goey, manager of the 
local operations, conceded he is not in 
“total agreement” with the cutback 
proposal and said that negotiations are 
still being conducted by telephone with 
KFC over how many personnel are 
needed in the various areas at the 
Western Test Range. 
Once the cutback order is firmed, 
whether in the present form or in some 
modified version, the departure of the af­ 
fected personnel would take place with 
30 to 60 days, it was reported. 
Some of the personnel reportedly will 
be offered the option of transferring to 
NASA positions elsewhere. 
While the NASA cutback is still in the 
proposal stage, personnel reduction 
already has begun among private con­ 
tractors at VAFB, Van Goey said. 
McDonnell Douglas Corporation has 
gone from more than 100 to a total of 
between 20 and 25, and Mercury 
Engineers will drop from 23 to 16. 
It may be possible. Van Goey said, to 
hire back some or all of the seven who 
have to be let go by Mercury Engineers 
Lanffiev Research Center, which is in­ 
volved in the Scout Rocket program, has 
requested support from NASA but 
details of the program have not been 
worked out yet. When the contract is ac­ 
complished. it will be possible to deter­ 
mine how many of the Mercury people 
can be rehired. Van Goey said 
University of New Mexico Research 
will have to drop two personnel, but both 
already had announced plans to accept 
positions elsewhere and would have left 
anyway. Van Goey said. The result is 
that there will be no layoffs at the UNM 
facility. 
Reasons for the cutbacks are purely 
economical. Van Goey pointed out. 
“Requirements for this many people are 
no longer present,” he said, noting that 
cancellations and delays ordered during 
the Nixon Administration are just now 
being felt in the NASA launch program. 
“It takes two to three years to prepare 
a satellite launch.” Van Goey said 
“There are new satellites proposed, but 
these are a couple of years away.” 
By that time, he added, unmanned 
launches are likely to diminish because 
of the Space Shuttle Program which will 
be able to put up multiple payloads with 
a single launch in the manned, reusable 
spacecraft. 


“The future is very vague*.” he said 
As of this time, only one wholly NASA 
launch is scheduled this year, and it now 
has a question mark over it. according to 
other space officials 
This is Landsat-C. the third earth 
reso u rces sp a c e c r a ft, o ffic ia lly 
scheduled for firing from Vandenberg 
aboard a Delta rocket in September. Of­ 
ficials have noted, however, that if both 
of the current Landsats continue to 
operate properly, Landsat-C 
could be 
delayed until early 1978 
In June. NASA is scheduled to launch 
for the Navy a military navigation 
spacecraft cailod Transit/Navy-19 Also 
on the sc h e d u le te n ta tiv e ly is 
Transit/Navy-20. but the 
December 
launch would be made only if problems 
develop with other Transits in orbit. 
Both the Navy launches would be aboard 
a Vought Scout rocket 
NASA has scheduled 22 launches in 
1977. all of them from Cape Canaveral 
except the three VAFB shots mentioned 
above and one for the United Kingdom in 
October from Wallops Island

SANTA CRUZ DE TENERIFE, Spain (UPI) - Provincial goyemor Antonio Oyar- 
zabal said today that the worst aviation disaster in history occurred Sunday when a 
Pan American 747 turned into the path of a Dutch KLM 747 roaring down the runway 
at 1% miles per hour for takeoff. 
Oyarzabal said 562 persons were killed in the collision and subsequent explosions so 
fiery that the asphalt runway melted. He said 72 of the 634 persons aboard the two 
jumbo jets survived the accident but that some of them were in critical condition. 
The U.S. Embassy put the death toll at

Brezhnev warns Vance 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev warned Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance today that President 
Carter's human rights campaign has in­ 
truded into Soviet internal affairs and 
could make impossible “the constructive 
development of relations between the 
two countries " 
Brezhnev, according to a Soviet news 
agency Tass account, gave “an ap­ 
propriate appraisal” of Carter Adminis­ 
tration actions “which do not square 
with the principles of equality (and) non­ 
interference in the internal affairs of 
each other.” 
The Soviet leader at the start of three 
days of U S -Soviet talks said failure to 
observe the principle of non-interference 
could make “the constructive develop­ 
ment of relations between the two 
countries impossible." 
At the same time. Brezhnev stressed 


Soviet willingness to make a concerted 
effort at easing U S.-Soviet strains and 
finding “mutually acceptable solutions" 
to such complicated issues as the search 
for a new strategic arms agreement. 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoly Dobrynin 
previously warned Vance in Washington 
that a series of U.S. actions violated the 
non-interference principle contained in a 
1933 agreement establishing diplomatic 
relations and reaffirmed in 1973 in an 
agreement between former President 
Nixon and Brezhnev 
The U S delegation had no immediate 
com m ent on the T ass report of 
Brezhnev's presentation but confirmed 
that Vance had presented Brezhnev with 
two proposals for completing the long 
stalled U S.-Soviet strategic arms talks. 
The Tass account of Brezhnev’s 
remarks was characteristically con­ 
voluted but its essential warning about

County supervisors today divorced a 
racquetball facility sublease from an un­ 
related request for providing water to 
Ken Adam Park and approved on a 4-6 
vote an agreement between the City of 
Lompoc and BKB Associates for the 
half-million dollar recreational complex. 
Supervisor Robert Kallman is away on 
two-week Naval Reserve leave. 
The sublease had come before the 
board for what had been expected to be 
final approval last Tuesday but at the 
last minute the supervisors agreed to 
hold up an okay on the project until the 
city had agreed to a provision to permit a 
private water company to extend water 
service to Ken Adam Park 
City Attorney Alan Davidson attended 
this morning's meeting io Santa Barbara 
to ask again for the racquetball sublease 
approval without any ties to the other is­ 
sue 
Earlier. Davidson had pointed out that 
the park water issue was a complicated 
one that could not be resolved in a short 
period of time, and that any extensive 
delay in the sublease approval would 
doom the racquetball facility for Lom­ 
poc 
The racquetball facility is scheduled 
for construction on a portion of a 4.5-acre 
park site leased from the county along 
College Avenue between Lompoc Shopp­ 
ing Center and the high school 
This morning. City Administrator 
Gene L Wahlers said he felt that if the 
sublease approval were to be granted to­ 
day, the project still would be on 
schedule and the developers would be 
able to complete the arrangements for 
financing within their time frame 
“If there are no further delays. I ex­ 
pect no problems." said Wahlers “We 
arc hopeful that within a year we will 
have a racquetball project there ' 


Since last week. Charles Wagner, 
county public works director who made 
the suggestion that the sublease be 
delayed pending settlement of the Ken 
Adam Park water problem, has sent the 
City of Lompoc a letter requesting that 
the city notify the Public Utilities Com­ 
mission it will not protest the extension 
across city property of a service line 
from Park Water Company. 
The city has contended that since the 
park, a county facility, is within the city 
limits, water service should be provided 
by the city. The county is in disagree­ 
ment. however, with the size of the line 
that the city requires and feels the park 
can be serviced with a smaller main. 
Wahlers said the city has some ‘‘real 
concerns" on the county’s request and 
feels that the county’s figures indicating 
a financial burden insofar as city water 
service is concerned may not be 
justified. 
“1 think there is flexibility here to 
review the costs and benefits to both the 
city and the county.” Wahlers said, ad­ 
ding. “ the city may well be able to 
provide water service at a cost, com­ 
pared to the benefits that will accrue to 
the county, that would not exceed that of 
Park Water Company.” 
Wahlers mentioned particularly the 
benefits to Lompoc Airport, owned by 
the county, which could be provided 
water from the same line that would go 
to the park. By extending the service 
from the city to the park the airport 
would be provided a much improved 
source of water for fire control, he ad­ 
ded 
Wahlers said he will propose that city 
officials meet with county represen­ 
tatives to review the situation, with a 
resulting recommendation to be made to 
the Citv Council 


the Carter human rights campaign was 
clear.

“At the same time an appropriate ap­ 
praisal was given of those moments in 
U.S. policy which do not square with the 
p rin cip le of eq u ality and non­ 
interference in the internal affairs of 
each other and mutual benefit without 
the observance of which the con­ 
structive development of relations 
between the two countries is impos­ 
sible.” 
At a news conference Sunday, Vance 
told newsmen that he did not intend to 
raise the issue at the talks, but was 
prepared to explain that Carter did not 
seek to single out any individual nation 
on human rights. 
Brezhnev used virtually the same 
words about the Carter administration in 
a speech last week, but his warning to 
Vance placed the human rights question 
on the bargaining table alongside such 
key issues as the strategic arms limita­ 
tion talks 
Despite the implicit threat, the Soviet 
leadership remained outwardly cordial, 
both at the talks and at a luncheon for 
Vance hosted by Gromyko at a guest 
house in the Lenin Hills overlooking 
Moscow. Vance and Gromyko chatted 
anim atedly for 10 m inutes while 
American journalists watched. 
Viktor Sukhodrev, Brezhnev’s personal 
interpreter, told a Western reporter 
following the talks that the first session 
“went very well.” 
Vance greeted Brezhnev by saying that 
President Carter had instructed him to 
deliver his warmest regards as the two 
superpowers seek ways to curb the arms 
race 
Brezhnev responded by wishing Vance 
well for his 60th birthday, which the 
American envoy celebrated Sunday. The 
Soviet leader quipped that the American 
would look good in official photographs 
200 years from now 
“After 100 years go by, it will be nice 
to see how you look,” Brezhnev joked 
after congratulating Vance on his birth­ 
day Sunday. “ It will be more pleasant in 
200 years.”

Oyarzabal said official figures 
showed that the KLM plane carried 244 
persons, mostly Dutch tourists, and that 
all were killed. The Pan Am plane 
carried 390 persons, mostly American 
tourists from Los Angeles, and that 318 
of them were killed and 72 survived. 
The worst previous air disaster was 
the crash of a Turkish airways DC10 near 
Paris on March 3, 1974, when 346 persons 
died. 
The Spanish news agency Cifra said 
the flight recorder tapes of a conversa­ 
tion between the Pan American pilot and 
the control tower showed that the pilot 
apparently misunderstood the tower in­ 
structions to stay on a taxiway and 
turned onto the takeoff runway by mis­ 
take. 
Pan Am spokesman and aviation ex­ 
perts said it was far too early for the con­ 
tents of the so-called “black box” to be 
studied or analyzed since that required 
sophisticated equipment not available on 
Tenerife 
U S Embassy press spokesman Ed 
Harper said a 41-member team of the 
U S 
National Transportation Safety 
Board has arrived to help Spanish 
authorities in the investigation. 
The governor, speaking at a news con­ 
ference. said “The key point is whether 
the KLM crew had been given orders to 
take off.” 
The governor said it had been es­ 
tablished as fact that the control tower 
told the KLM plane to go to the head of 
the runway and the Pan Am plane to taxi 
to a standby position 
“ Both planes took to the runway.” he 
added. “The collision was head on. The 
cause of the accident is part of the sum­ 
mary.” 
Survivors of the crash said the KLM 
plane hit the Pan Am plane on the side 
just aft of the First Class Section. 
Oyarzabal said the cause will eventual­ 
ly be established by the investigation in 
which the black boxes of the two planes 


— both found in the charred rubble 
spread over a 200-yard stretch of the 
runway — and tape recording of the con­ 
versations between the control tower 
and the pilots will be used. 
Oyarzabal said that the crash occurred 
on the runway. “The KLM plane was on 
it first, then the Pan Am plane,” he 
said. 
The KLM plowed through the Pan Am 
747 and desintegrated in flames as it slid 
along the runway for another 200 yards. 
The Pan Am jet was also destroyed by 
the fire. 
Oyarzabal said that “95 per cent of the 
bodies are charred beyond recognition” 
and that identification is impossible in 
most cases. 
Air minister Gen. Carlos Franco, other 
government officials and International 
Air Transport Association president 
Manuel del Prado y Colon, who is also 
the president of the Spanish airline 
Iberia, attended the briefing. 
The officials were asked about the pos­ 
sible role of ground fog in the disaster. 
Del Prado first refused to comment on 
the subject, but later admitted there was 
fog. “But visibility was not below ac­ 
cepted minimum standards," he said. 
“All communications are taped and 
those tapes are now a part of the secret 
judicial investigation,” Del Prado said. 
"There is nothing to indicate that there 
is a dangerous situation at Tenerife 
(Santa Cruz) airport... This accident 
could have happened at any airport of the 
world." 
Among the survivors was Victor S. 
Grubbs, of Centerport, N Y., the captain 
of the Pan Am plane. The national news 
agency Cifra quoted him as blaming 
ground fog for the collision 
“We did not see anything until it hap­ 
pened.” Grubbs said, according to Cifra. 
Pilots have said that Santa Cruz air­ 
port, situated on a plateau above the 
humid Canary Islands coast, is often hit 
by low cloud which then appears as 
ground fog. 
Plutonium, uranium 
policies expected 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter within the next few days will is­ 
sue a policy statement on uranium and 
plutonium and make decisions on several 
possible arms sales abroad, according to 
his spokesman. 
White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell also suggested that the Carter ad­ 
ministration will not soften its stand on 
human rights — even at the expense of 
progress in preliminary arms talks with 
the Soviet Union 
Carter and his family returned to the 
White House late Sunday afternoon after 
his second weekend at the Camp David 
presidential retreat in the Catoctin 
Mountain Park. 
While he was enjoying bicycle rides 
with his wife in the bright chill of the 
tightly guarded camp, Powell laid out a 
heavy agenda for the next few days. 
He said there was “not really” a 
moratorium on U.S. arms sales abroad, 
as was reported during the weekend. 
“The President has, as he indicated 
during the campaign and earlier in the 
administration, asked that he personally 
have the chance to review any major 
arms sales before they are in fact con­ 
summated.” Powell said. 
“There are a number of such proposals 
which are either on his desk or about to 


be on his desk ... and he will be making 
decisions and forwarding those decisions 
within the relatively near future,” he 
said. 
Carter “ is concerned about the 
proliferation of arms, nuclear and con­ 
ventional, and the thrust for violence and 
confrontation that could draw major 
powers into Africa or South America,” 
Powell said. “ Because of that, he is mak­ 
ing this review personally.” 
Powell spoke on a television interview 
(CBS-TV’s Face the Nation). Afterward, 
he told reporters Carter will issue soon a 
policy statement on plutonium and 
uranium. 
Energy adviser James Schlesinger 
said during the weekend the administra­ 
tion opposes development of plutonium 
fuel systems on grounds that plutonium 
is a key ingredient in nuclear weapons. 


Powell was asked whether Carter 
would take a more moderate tone on 
human rights if necessary to acheive 
progress in the arms negotiations with 
the Soviet Union 
"I don’t believe the American people 
would support a foreign policy which 
basically said we must muzzle the con­ 
science of this country in order to deal 
with some other country,” he replied. 
Council, attorney slated 
to review tv franchise 


City Attorney Alan Davidson will take 
members of the Lompoc City Council on 
a paragraph-by-paragraph run-through 
of a proposed cable television franchise 
ordinance Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. in coun­ 
cil chambers at City Hall. 
The meeting will be open to the public, 
but Mayor Charlotte Benton has an­ 
nounced that it will not be a citizen input 
type of gathering, since the public hear­ 
ing on the ordinance proposal was held 
last Tuesday. 
The purpose of Tuesday’s shirtsleeve 
session will be 
to assure that each 
member of the council is aware of every 
provision of the ordinance proposal, 
Davidson said. 
Suggestions made at the public hearing 
will be incorporated into his presenta­ 
tion. Davidson said, and the council will 
be asked to decide on which of these 
recommendations, along with their own 
ideas for changes, will be incorporated 
into the final document. 


The council is not expected to adopt 
the cable franchise ordinance at 
Tuesday’s meeting, Davidson said. He 
reported he will recommend that after 
the council members are thoroughly 
familiar with what the ordinance is and 
what it does, he will provide them with 
the pros and cons of each of three direc­ 
tions the city can go with regard to the 
cable franchise. 


These are to renegotiate with the. 
current franchise holder ; go to public bid 
with interested providers of cable ser­ 
vice, including the present franchisee; 
or take over the operation of cable ser­ 
vice as a public utility, similar to the 
electrical utility service operation. 


Davidson said he would expect the 
council to come back with a decision on 
the two major points of the franchise — 
how long should it run and to whom it 
should be awarded — at either the April 5 
or April 19 meeting of the body

Co. farm products 
set record values

H a ll, 
Agricultural Commissioner of 
Santa Barbara County, an­ 
nounced the release of the 1976 
Annual Crop Report. The gross 
dollar value of agricultural 
products produced in the county 
established a new record of 
$165,914,852, representing an in­ 
crease of over $8 million com­ 
pared to the 1975 report. The 
diversity of agricultural wealth 
in the county was illustrated by 
30 different products reaching 
the $1 million status 
According to Hall, the gross 
value would have been larger if 
it were not for severe drought 
conditions in the early part of 
the year, followed by harvest- 
time strikes and unseasonal 
rains in August and September. 
Five of the eight crop produc­ 
tion divisions listed in the crop 
report summary showed an in­ 
crease over 1975 
Vegetable 
crops made a significant rise in 
value, just short of a $6 million 
increase compared to 1975. Sub­ 
stantial gains were noted in 
head lettuce, broccoli and 
celery, primarily from in­ 
creased prices received by 
producers. Due to a labor 
strike. 915 acres of Fordhook 
lima beans contracted to the 
processors in Santa Maria 
Valley were not harvested. This 
represents a crop loss of over 
$5 million. Potatoes were down 
over $1 million due to poor price 
and demand The $2 million loss 
in tomatoes was attributed to 
unseasonal rains that occurred 
in August and September. This 
untimely 
m oisture caused 
severe rot conditions on matur­ 
ing fruit. Added to the tomato 
producers’ 
problems were 
strick delivery quotas, in­ 
creased harvesting co sts, 
reduced yields, heavy taxes, 
and lower prices. 
The field crops division of 
the summary showed an in­ 
crease of over $3 million more 
than 1975 Major increases in 
acreage and production were 
made in small white beans. 


lima beans and alfalfa hay. De­ 
mand for alfalfa hay, due to 
statewide drought conditions, 
put the value of this crop over 
$7 million. Prices received by 
growers were up on all com­ 
mercial beans except small 
whites. Cereal grains of barley, 
wheat ami oats were down in 
acreage, but this loss was offset 
by increased production and 
price. Sugar beet acreage and 
prices for sugar were down for 
1976. 
Overall value of fruit and nut 
crops was down compared to 
1975 Total bearing acreage of 
avocados increased by more 
than 500 acres in 1976. Prices 
received by producers almost 
doubled: however, production 
was down. Lemon value and 
production declined sharply due 
to overproduction and con­ 
tinued heavy market supplies. 
Walnut acreage declined over 
100 acres in 1976. This trend will 
continue because local walnut 
growers, under present market 
conditions, cannot compete 
with the 
new high-yielding 
varieties grown in San Joaquin 
Valley. Production of wine 
grapes was lower than normal 
because of fruit rotting condi­ 
tions in some varieties. TTiis 
was caused by the unseasonal 
rains in August and September. 
Strawberries made a signifi­ 
cant rise in value of over $3 
million. Increased acreage and 
price received by producers ac­ 
counted for this rise in valua­ 
tion. 
The value of seed crops lost 
over $3.5 million compared to 
1975 fig u r e s 
Seed bean 
acreage, production, and con­ 
tract prices declined in 1976 
w hich accounted for the 
majority of this overall loss. 
Early industry projections 
calculated this year's seed bean 
crop to be a record However, 
this assessment was made prior 
to the early rains that caused 
considerable reductions in 
y ie ld s from p rem a tu re 
sprouting in the pods and from 


rot. Both flower seed and 
vegetable seed gross values 
reflected an upward move­ 
ment 
N u rsery p ro d u cts, cut 
flowers and foliage were up 
over 1975 values. Increased 
production totals for indoor 
decorative potted plants and 
chrysanthemums accounted for 
this rise This trend will con­ 
tinue with the projected expan­ 
sion of this $20 million industry. 
In contrast, fruit tree and 
grapevine nursery stock, along 
with field grown flowers and 
foliage, were off sharply in 
dollar value during the year. 
The overall production of cat­ 
tle and calves was down for 
1976 This was attributed to the 
severe drought condition dur­ 
ing the early part of the year. It 
was n ece ssa r y for many 
producers to sell earlier than 
normal or shift inventories. The 
September rains were very 
beneficial to the range areas 
after a disastrous spring 
Livestock producers took ad­ 
vantage of this unseasonal 
growth that lowered sup­ 
plemental feed costs. This 
year's report reflects the many 
problems faced by the cattle in­ 
dustry. Production and prices 
received for sheep, lambs, 
hogs. pigs, and chickens were 
substantially higher this year. 
L iv esto ck and p oultry 
products of milk, wool and eggs 
made substantial gains both in 
production and unit price. 
Apiary products declined sharp­ 
ly in value due to the drought 
conditions. Lack of winter 
moisture resulted in reduced 
floral sources on sage and other 
native plants. 
It must be emphasized that 
the figures in this report are 
gross values returned to the 
economy of Santa Barbara 
County and in no way reflect 
net returns to the grower. Costs 
of production, transportation 
and marketing must be sub­ 
tracted in order to determine 
net income.

In a remote setting of the San 
Rafael Mountains north of Lake 
Cachuma. one of the world's 
most noted riding organizations

vendors 
But even bigger is the story of 
what Rancheros Visitadores 
(RV to its membership and 
staff» will be doing in the com­ 
ing years, once its application 
for a conditional use permit 
goes through the county's 
decision-making bodies

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Senate debates ethics code 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
proposal is called the Senate 
ethics code, but the shouting is 
really about money: disclosure 
and limitation of the amount 
senators earn from outside 
sources. 
While no member wants to be 
seen as a foe of high ethical 
standards, many condemn the 
pocketbook features of the bill 
as unfair, unconstitutional and 
full of loopholes favoring 
wealthy colleagues. 
Democrat Edmund Muskie of 
Maine, for example, says he 
might not be able to stay in 
politics without the full meas­ 
ure of extra income he earns on 
the lecture circuit. 
But he and his allies seem 
likely to lose their fight. Debate 
on the code was scheduled to 
resume today, but the final vote 
is set for Friday. 
Senate Democratic Leader 
Robert Byrd is adamant that 
the Senate must have this code, 
including the income restric­ 
tion, to counterbalance the fat 
pay raise just granted. Byrd 
probably has the backing to 
ram it home. 
The code was drafted by a 
bipartisan panel under Sen 
Gaylord Nelson. D-Wis. It 
closely parallels standards the 
House adopted in March. 
It would, among other things, 
require senators to disclose 
each year many details of their 
personal finances, including the 
sources and amounts of income, 
assets and debts, although not 
their income tax returns. 
They must also decline costly 
gifts from lobbyists, stop 
“moonlighting" at secondary 
professions like law practices, 
and relinquish any seats they 
may have on corporate boards 
of directors. 
But the most hotly contested 
provision is the limit on outside 
earnings 
As it stands, this 
would not restrict income from 
inherited wealth, stocks, bonds 
or investments 


But it would limit certain out­ 
side earnings to $8.625 a year — 
15 per cent of a senator’s $57.500 
salary 
And that would hit 
hardest at those who give a lot 
of public speeches or write 
magazine articles

MADRID. Spain (UPI) - 
Jim Naik was strapped into the 
P an A m erican 747 as it 
lumbered down the runway in 
the Canary Islands Sunday 
preparing for takeoff 
Seconds later, the interior 
burst into flames as a KLM air­ 
liner slammed into the airliner 
broadside 
An explosion blew him onto 
the runway 
“ It was iike in a movie.” said 
Naik. 37. a shipping lines of­ 
ficial from Cupertino. Calif. 
“The plane went up completely 
in flapies." 
More than 550 people were 
killed in the crash — the worst 
in aviation history. 
Naik received only minor in­ 
juries. but his wife was serious­ 
ly hurt 
“ I was in the first-class com­ 
partment and after the impact, 
people started just tumbling 
down from the lounge above on 
top of me. 
“ It was the second explosion 
th a t th rew m e onto th e 
runway." 
In an in terv iew from a 
hospital in Santa Cruz de 
Tenerife. Naik was asked to 
what he credited his survival 
“ Luck." he said quietly. 
Naik said his main concern, 
after he fell onto the runway, 
was to save his wife. Elsie. 
He said he went back once to 
try to find her among the flam­ 
ing wreckage, “ but we got 
separated, and then I saw a 
body falling out of the plane and 
it happened to be my wife ” 
Naik. a financial comptroller 
of the Royal Cruise Lines in San 
Francisco, said he was one of 
the officials overseeing the 
charter trip that was to go to 
Casablanca. Sicily and Athens 
"We were due to start the 
cruise from Las Palmas (65 
m iles aw ay ) but we got 
diverted to this other island We 
had been on the ground for 
three hours and were just 
starting to take off again for 
Las Palm as when there was the 
big impact." he said 
“ It was like being in an 
oven.” Naik told the Los 
A ngeles T im e s 
“ G od. I 
couldn't believe it. In five 
m inutes the plane was in 
ashes." 
He said his wife received a 


large cut near the eye and head 
injuries but it appeared she will 
recover

Record U.S. trade deficit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
U nited S tates reg istered a 
record trade deficit for the se- 
con d s tr a i g h t m o n th in 
February as imports exceeded 
exports by $1.87 billion, the 
Commerce Department said to­ 
day. 
Exports last month totaled 
$9.8 billion, up 2 per cent from 
January’s depressed level. But 
imports were valued at $11.67 
billion, the highest amount of 
foreign goods ever purchased in 
one month by the United States. 


The previous largest trade 
deficit — $1.67 billion — was in 
January when the nation was 
suffering from the effects of 
severe cold weather, causing 
plant shutdowns and transpora- 
tion problems. 


The nation has recorded trade 
deficits every month since 
May, 1976, the C om m erce 
Departm ent said. February 


was the third successive month 
that imports have exceeded $11 
billion. 
Until Jan u ary , the main 
reason for the deficits was a 
relatively quick recovery of the 
U.S. economy from recession 
compared to its trading part­ 
ners. That increased demand 
for foreign goods in this country 
faster than demand for U.S. ex­ 
ports picked up. 
But the weather problems 
east of the Rocky Mountains in 
late January and early Febru­ 
ary forced a further slowdown 
of exports. 
The record imports level in 
February of $11.67 billion ex­ 
ceeded the previous high of 
$11 26 billion in January by 4 
per cent, according to today’s 
report. 
The department said that dur­ 
ing the first two months of this 
year, exports have totaled $19.4 
billion. 3 per cent below their 


level in the preceding two 
months, and only 8 per cent 
above 
the January-February 
levels of 1976. 
Imports totaled $22.9 million 
during the first two months, 6 
per cent above N ovem ber- 
December, 1976 and 27 per cent 
higher than the firs t two 
months of last year. 
The February trade perfor­ 
mance was marked by a $179 
million increase in the amount 
of petroleum products imported 
into the United States. This 
country imported $3.3 billion in 
petroleum products last month. 


Other large im port gains 
were food and live animals, up 
$121.5 million, sugar, up $41.1 
million, 
transporation equip­ 
ment. up $49.9 million, watches 
and clocks, up $55.8 million, 
meat, up $22 million and fish, 
up $20 3 million, the Commerce 
Department said 
High Court to rule on Nixon 
W atergate tapes being public 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court today agreed to 
decide whether tapes of Rich­ 
ard Nixon’s conversations, used 
to help convict his closest White 
House aides of Watergate of­ 
fenses, may be publicly dis­ 
tributed. 
The justices will hear argu­ 
ments next fall or winter on the 
former president’s objections 
to further publicizing of the 
recordings played to the jury 
during the 1974 trial. 
The issue will be decided 
later by written opinion. 
In the interim, in accordance 
with a decision by the U.S. 
Court of Appeals in Washing­ 
ton, arrangements have been in 
progress for mass marketing of 
the tapes pending conclusion of 
the lawsuit. 
U S 
D istrict Judge John 
Sirica barred any distribution 
until the Watergate defendants 
had exhausted their appeals. 


GM planning diesel 
passenger autos 


DETROIT (UPI) - General 
Motors plans to introduce diesel 
engines for passenger cars this 
fall in a move it says can im­ 
prove fuel economy by as much 
as 33 per cent. 
GM plans to install the diesel 
engines in about 50.000 Oldsmo- 
bile 98 and 88 models and in 
some 50.000 GMC and Chevrolet 
light-duty trucks 
Oldsmobile won’t be the first 
automaker offering a diesel 
passenger car in he U.S. 
Both M ercedes Benz and 
Peugeot have been in the U.S. 
market for years with diesel 
engines and Volkswagen plans 
to introduce its diesel-powered 
subcompact Rabbit this sum­ 
mer at a price no more than 
$300 higher than conventional 
models 
Oldsmobile would not discuss 
the price of its optional diesel 
engine 


since a reversal probably would 
mean a new trial before as un­ 
biased a jury as could be ob­ 
tained. 
But the appeals court took the 
view that this risk was not 
serious enough and noted that 
none of the defendants them­ 
selves had objected. 
TTie tapes were sought by the 
three m ajor broadcast net­ 
works. the Public Broadcasting 
Service, the Radio Television 
News D irectors Association 
and Warner Communications 
Inc., a record manufacturer.

developments. 
Accoring to the IRE. federal 
investigators have documented 
a tte m p ts by m o b sters to 
organize the state’s garbage 
collection industry, to control 
beauty 
p arlo rs throughout 
Tucson, and to set up prepaid 
dental plans through trade un­ 
ions 
Federal mob watchers esti­ 
m ate that 200 m em bers of 
organized crim e families are 
currently living in Arizona And 
according to the IRE. the 
biggest, most important man of 
all is Joseph Bonanno. the un­ 
disputed boss West of the Rocky 
Mountains. 
Today, the 72-year-old Bonan­ 
no lives quietly in a Tucson 
neighborhood 


In his home, he entertains a 
variety of visitors, most of 
them spotted by federal or local 
investigators who keep Bonan- 
no's home under regular sur­ 
veillance. Agents once watched 
Bonanno’s bodyguard, P eter 
Notaro, meet four top mobsters 
at the Tucson airport, place 
them in a station wagon, cover 
them up with rugs and drive to 
the Bonanno house where they 
were unloaded around the back. 
And according to the IRE, 
Bonanno is not the only impor­ 
tant organized crime figure 
presently operating in Arizona 
and the southwest 


A m ong o th e rs is P e te r 
“Horseface” Licavoli, Sr.. the

Budget proposal predicts 
heavy court suit loses 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
$102 million footnote in Gov 
E dm und G 
B row n J r . ’s 
proposed budget reflects a good 
deal of pessimism about how 
the state expects to fare in 
courtrooms this year. 


For the first time, budget 
writers showed the amount the 
state could loose in court suits 
during the coming fiscal year.

The $102.400.000 is listed in­ 
nocuously in a footnote on page 
A-3 of the budget under the ti­ 
tle. “pending court cases.”

“The judiciary cannot spend 
monev for thè people.” he says 
The state, he says, tried to

“We knew when we hit $100

The figure exists in limbo, not 
as a proposed appropriation, 
not even subject to legsislative 
hearings.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
energy shortage is a myth, the 
director of the Stanford Rearch 
Institute Energy Center said 
Monday. 
In a speech prepared for 
delivery to the Comstock Club.

John P. Henry said the 
1980s may well bring an oil and 
gas surplus rather than a shor­ 
tage. 
“There are sufficient quanti­ 
ties of fossil fuels to get us well 
into the next century, giving us 
time for sound energy plan­ 
ning,” Henry said. 
He said the world's recovera­ 
ble oil reserves have been 
growing at a rate of 3.5 per cent 
per year and recoverable gas 
reserves have grown even more 
rapidly due to higher prices. 
Higher prices. Henry said, 
have made it economical to 
drill in less accessible regions, 
such as offshore and in the Arc­ 
tic regions. 
He also said that demand for 
the fossil fuels will decrease 
after 1980 because of reduced 
population and reduced demand 
because of m ore efficient 
energy systems, such as solar 
and nuclear

“It hasn't gotten the attention 
and the difference is you can’t 
show a picture of it,” he said. 
“If we could show a photo of 
what is happening, the whole 
country would be up in arm s.” 
Charfoos said all of the 
women underwent surgery for 
removal of cancerous or pre- 
cancerous lesions. He said 
some had part or all of their 
female reproductive organs 
removed 


DES was widely prescribed 
between 1947 and 1964 as an aid 
in preventing m iscarriages. 
Researchers estimated it may 
have been used by 500,000 to 2 
million pregnant women. 


In the late 1960s, researchers 
found fem ale offspring of 
women who took DES were 
developing abnormal glands in 
their vaginas and cancer or pre- 
cancerous lesions of the cervix 


The lawsuit claims that the 
drug industry as a whole shared 
a joint responsibility for the 
damage that DES has caused. 


Attorneys for the 16 drug 
companies named in the suit — 
including Eli Lilly and Upjohn - 
said they would seek dismissal 
in cases where the women can­ 
not identify the prescription 
drug or the manufacturer in­ 
volved in their claim. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Six 
years ago Leslie Van Houten 
was asked at her trial if she was 
sorry she had taken part in the 
blood bath murders committed 
by Charles Manson’s “girls.” 
“ What is sorry?” she snee­ 
red. “ It’s a four letter word.’’ 
Her head shaved bald, an “ x” 
cut in her forehead with a bobby 
pin. the high school homecom­ 
ing queen defied the jurors to 
give her the death penalty for 
the knife murders of Leno and 
Rosemary LaBianca. They did. 
Miss Van Houten. now 27, 
goes on trial again today on the 
sam e charges. The appeals 
courts granted her a second 
tim e around b ecause her 
lawyer disappeared — and was 
later found dead in the moun­ 
tains — near the end of the 1970- 
’71 trial. 
The C alifo rn ia S uprem e 
Court subsequently outlawed 
the death penalty in the state 
and Miss Van Houten has spent 
the time in prison with two 
others of M anson’s female 
followers — Susan Atkins and 
Patricia Krenwinkel. 
They, along with Manson. 
were found guilty of the Sharon 
Tate murders as well as the sl­ 
ayings of the LaBiancas a day 
later 
In a recent jail interview. 
Miss Van Houten said she had 
broken completely from the in­ 
fluence of Manson and could not 
believe what she had done She 
blamed it primarily on constant 
ingestion of LSD and other 
drugs 


Her lawyer. Maxwell Keith, 
says she had been “ rehabilita­ 
ted ” 


The trial, which is expected 
to last into June, will be in 
many ways a replay of the 
original tria l at which 84 
witnesses testified 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Rose Elizabeth Bird donned 
judicial robes and became the 
21st chief justice of the Califor- 
n ia S u p re m e C o u rt th is 
weekend — the first woman to 
sit on that high tribunal bench. 
Ms. Bird, wearing a black 
pantsuit and her tradem ark 
hair ribbon — this one yellow — 
drew laughter and applause 
when she flubbed her lines dur­ 
ing the 50-minute swearing-in 
ceremony administered Satur­ 
day by Gov Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. 
“ Rose Elizabeth Bird, do you 
solemnly swear that you will 
support and defend the Consti­ 
tution of the United States?" 
Brown asked. 
“I solemnly ... I affirm that I 
solemnly,” she stammered 
“ I never could take directions 
from the governor,” she joked 
The form er se creta ry of 
agriculture and services, who 
has never been a judge, then put 
on the formal judicial robes. 
Her mother. Anne, watched 
from the first row of seats. 
Brown said of Ms Bird: “ I 
see in her the qualities of in­ 
sight and of wisdom and of be­ 
ing a part of the future that 
California has always sym ­ 
bolized ” 
Ms Bird. 40. whose nomina­ 
tion two weeks ago evoked a 
stormy public debate on her 
qualifications, was confirmed 
by the Judicial Appointments 
Commission. 
She replaces retired Chief 


Justice Donald Wright, who 
retired, on the seven-justice 
tribunal. 
In a speech in a sm all, 
restored courtroom in Old 
Town Sacramento where the 
high court held sessions in 1855, 
Ms. Bird expressed concern 
about the public’s feelings of 
the judicial system. 
“Our courts are beginning to 
be perceived as just another ex- 
a m p l e 
of 
b u r g e o n i n g 
bureaucracy — a place of cold 
rationality, inaccessible and un­ 
affordable to the average 
citizen," she said 
More than 200 persons stood 
outside and heard the ceremony 
transmitted over a public ad­ 
dress system. 
Members of the court attend­ 
ing were acting Chief Justice 
Mathew O. Tobriner, Associate 
Justices Frank Richardson and 
Wiley Manuel and retired As­ 
sociate Ju stice s Raymond 
Sullivan and Louis H. Burke.

Vexing Vesco 


On the Right by William F. Buckley Jr. 
Reflections on repeal 


If I had been in the Senate. I’d have 
voted against the repeal of the Byrd 
Amendment, but I’d have had misgivings 
which I feel obliged to divulge. 
Against the repeal of the provision that 
permitted American importers to bring 
in Rhodesian chrome are formidable 
arguments, in my opinion marginally 
persuasive. 
— Insofar as an em­ 
bargo against Rhode­ 
sian chrome is in­ 
tended as a moral 
gesture, it is em ­ 
barrassingly 
selec­ 
tive. To pick on the 
g o v e r n m e n t 
of 
Rhodesia in a world 
that has us dealing 
routinely with the 
governments of the 
S oviet U nion, the 
Chinese Communists. 
E a st 
G erm a n y . 
Uganda, and the Philippines, is less a 
reflection on the iniquities of the Rhode­ 
sian government than on the cynicism of 
American foreign policy. Picking on the 
bad-boy in the block who gets about on 
crutches while ignoring the jack-booted 
bullies is contemptible. 


— Moral exhibitionism at the bayonet- 
point of public opinion is something less 
than ennobling. The reason the whole of 
the Carter Administration got behind the 
anti-Rhodesian push to rescind the Byrd 
Amendment is that we desired to in­ 
gratiate ourselves with the black govern­ 
ments of Africa. It will be objected that 
that was not our only motive, we desired 
also to ingratiate ourselves with Great 
Britain. 
But the argument is circuitous, 
because the principal reason why Great 
Britain is offended by Rhodesia is that 
the black republics of Africa are of­ 
fended by it 
If. per impossibile, Ian 
S m ith 
w as c a r r ie d 
to m o rro w 
triumphantly on the backs of African 
leaders who chanted his praises, the 
same government in Great Britain that 
quickly forgave treason in India, 
terrorism in Palestine, and insults in 
Africa, would find a way to join the 
chorus. Whitehall has accepted every 
kind of humiliation, in the past 30 years, 
from its former colonies. Rhodesia’s sl­ 
ight is insignificant except for the black 
African factor. 


— The imposition of a fresh sanction 
on Rhodesia comes, as a tactical matter, 
exactly at the wrong time Ian Smith, 
believe it or not. ought to become, now, 
our cause Not the old lan Smith who was 
talking about racial equality as 
something that would come about at ap­ 
proximately the same time that the 
Marxists-Leninists in the Soviet Union 
got around to fulfilling the Marxist 
promise of the evanescence of the state. 
No, the new Ian Smith who is, quite 
simply, the principal agent in Rhodesia 
of constitutional, bi-racial government. 


At this point — as distinguished, say, 
from one year 
ago — Ian Smith’s 
government is the last hope for con­ 
stitutional government in Rhodesia, to 
be distinguished from the kind of 
totalitarian savagery Portuguese and 
western diplomacy have visited upon 
Angola. Of all moments in recent history 
when it truly m attered that the 
moderates should be helped and the 
radicals discouraged, this was it. With 
our flair for ineptitude, we chose that 
moment to strengthen the hand erf the 
terrorists. 


— The economic impact of the em­ 
bargo is problematic. Our experience 
with it before the Byrd Amendment was 
passed in 1971 — a period of four years — 
saw us not doing without chrome, but 
buying Rhodesian chrome trans-shipped 
to us via the Soviet Union, at a huge in­ 
crease in price During the period of our 
boycott. Rhodesian metal production 
rose by 80 per cent. 


Having said as much. I find it difficult 
to argue with the analysis of Alec 
Douglas Home on a television program 
almost four years ago. He said then that 
if he had been foreign minister in 1965- 
1967. he would not have imposed sanc­ 
tions against Rhodesian independence, 
nor asked the Security Council to impose 
them because, he said, he does not 
believe that sanctions tend to work 
econom ically, or diplom atically. 
However, he added — and when he spoke 
he was foreign minister under Edward 
Heath — the Labour Government having 
asked for sanctions, he did not feel it cor­ 
rect to interrupt a policy whose strategic 
line was unaltered by circumstances. 
That is to say. in 1973 the Smith Govern­ 
ment was continuingly intransigent. 
The United States agreed in the 
Security Council to go along, in 1967, and 
our doing so was in the nature of a com­ 
pact with our allies. Just as Great Bri­ 
tain agreed to let the United States set 
the policy in Indochina, so we agreed to 
let Great Britain set the policy for 
Rhodesia 
It requires overwhelming 
arguments to depart from an ally’s 
policy where that ally’s interests are 
primary As I say, in my judgment we 
were justified in that departure But we 
should not deny that the question is com­ 
plicated by our relations with Great Bri­ 
tain and with Black Africa The initiative 
against the terrorists should come from 
the front-line African states, and from 
Whitehall. 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. govern­ 
ment is making a last-ditch attempt to 
nab that elusive financial fugitive, 
Robert L. Vesco, before he escapes 
forever. 
The Carter Administration is actively 
considering another try at extraditing 
V e sc o

sources. 
But time is running 
out. Confidential State 
Dept, cables warn that 
Vesco will be eligible 
for C o sta 
R ica n 
citizenship in a few 
months, thus effec­ 
tively making him im­ 
mune to extradition. 
The financial outlaw 
ev a d e d 
th e U .S . 
government after it botched an attempt 
to extradite him in 1973. A new extradi­ 
tion law making it nearly impossible to 
seize Vesco was promptly pushed 
through in Costa Rica by then President 
Jose “Don Pepe” Figueres. 
Figueres was grateful to the financier 
for helping to bail out both his govern­ 
ment and his faltering personal busines­ 
ses But the “Vesco Law” was repealed 
after the current president. Daniel 
Oduber. took office. The United States 
now has until July 1 to extradite the 
brazen Vesco before he becomes a Costa 
Rican citizen 
In a confidential dispatch last 
September, then U.S. Ambassador 
Terence Todman reported that the Costa 
Ricans were becoming embarrassed by 
Vesco. President Oduber, the cable 
noted, now feels “that he can act against 
Vesco without alienating former Presi­ 
dent Figueres ” Oduber also wants to 
“deflate the corruption issue” and put an 
end to “Costa Rican disgust with the im­ 
age Vesco brings to their country " 
Concluded the cable: “If we are ever 
to convince the Costa Ricans that we 
have been serious about the Vesco case, 
we must be prepared to move on short 
notice with a well prepared extradition 


request.”

millionaire fugitive is also the star of 
another controversy. A documentary 
film about Vesco that could have been 
embarrassing to the Ford administration 
was swiped from a Hollywood studio just 
two weeks before the 1976 election. 
Vesco alleges on the film that he was 
promised a pardon by President Ford, 
but that it was denied because of the 
furor over the pardon of Richard Nixon. 
The film suggests that U.S. officials are 
afraid to extradite Vesco because he 
might sink some politicians with verbal 
broadsides. Had he returned during the 
presidential campaign. Vesco says on 
the film, it would have created a 
"helluva mess ” He calls this secret 
storehouse of knowledge his “life in­ 
surance.” 
“When Robert Vesco first arrived in 
Costa Rica, he liked the country so much 
he decided to buy it.’’ says the film’s 
narrator This is echoed on the film by 
Capt. A L Eisenhauer. Vesco’s former 
pilot and the author of a new book about 
Vesco. “The Flying Carpetbagger ” 
Also interviewed was the editor of the 
now defunct Costa Rican newspaper El 
Diario. who claimed his editorial attacks 
on Vesco caused the Costa Rican govern­ 
ment to withdraw its advertising and 
thus forced his paper into bankruptcy. 
The film, financed by the Mexican tv 
network Televisa, was spirited away by 
Televisa representatives shortly after a 
preview in New York City. “If you show 
this» film before the (U.S. election) it 
would look as though Mexico is trying to 
interfere in U S politics,” a Televisa 
representative reportedly explained to a 
newsm an 
O fficially, however, a 
Televisa official insisted to our as­ 
sociate. Gary Cohn, that they took back 
the film and suppressed it. not because 
of politics, but “because of enormous 
cost overruns.” 
WAR COLLEGE — A private military' 
think tank, financed by defense contrac­ 
tors and oil companies, is being built on 
federal land at the Air Force Academy in 
Colorado 
The conservative Civilian Military In­ 


stitute bills itself as an open forum for 
the military and society. But it enjoys a 
cozy relationship with the Air Force 
Academy, which will lease the group 
part of its new multi-million-dollar 
visitors center. 
The institute is being funded by 
defense contractors such as Rockwell 
International, which kicked in $250,000. 
Other sugar daddies include beer 
m agnate W illiam Coors, General 
Electric. Texaco, Standard Oil of In­ 
diana. the Midwest Oil Foundation, and 
retired oil tycoon Arthur Johnson, who 
contributed $400,000. 
The trustees of the supposedly private 
institute include Gen. George Brown, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and 
six top brass hats from the Air Force, 
Army and Navy. Civilian members in­ 
clude Air Force Academy president 
William Tutt. Pan Am chairman William 
Sewell, and former Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk. At a recent symposium, 
“Everyone there was a high-ranking ad­ 
miral or general or a retired military of­ 
ficial.” said one participant. 
Rusk sees no problem with money 
coming from Pentagon contractors as 
long as the military men don’t solicit 
them As for building it on federal land. 
Rusk said: ‘i t ’s not a problem unless 
people like you make it one.”
